DOCK BURST AT LIVERPOOL. 


AVALANCHE OF SHIPS. 
te tp re . 
Within sight of hundreds of 
passetgers in the Mersey ferry 
boats, the 500-ton stexmshi 
Countess. of Glasgow, was seen 
to burst the gates of the Alfred 
Dock: Birkenhead. and to come 
head down into the river followed 
by a cataract of released water 
on which sixteen smaller vessele 
were tossed like corks and sunk. 
The lose will be about 
£1,000,000. When the 
occurred it was about three 
hours from high tide and 
the Countess was riding in the 
Alfred Dock waiting until the 
rise of water would enable ihe 
dock gates io be opened, s0 that 
she could pass out into the river. 
The level of the water in the 
dock was then twelve feet higher 
than tide level in the river. It 
was the “thirty feet gate,” one of 
four spanning the opening to this 
important dock system. which 
wes involved. Bebind lay all 
manner of craft, from liners to 
steam tugs. barges. and flats. 
Without warning the Countess 
struck the gate, smashed it to 
matchwood, went hed down over 
the 12-feet waterfall, righted ber- 
self as if by o miragle, cut in 
halves a barge lying outside. aod 
plunged into mid-river. to the 
constarnation of. ferry boat 
passengers and the skippers of 
other vessels. 
‘A thrilling spectacle followed. 


_ | People saw the ontusb of 500,000 


tons of water through the 30-feet 
gateway. “Jt bubbled out like 
champagne through the neck ofa 
bottle” wags one eye-witness 
description. 

Barges and lighters were spun 
round and up and down in the 
switlas if they were toy boats 
raught in aatorm. Their crews 
were helpless to stave off what 
seemed certain destruction, and 
stuck grimly to their posts. Ther 
craft were sucked into the cauld- 
ron aud cast headlong into the 
river. It made me think of 
pictures I have seen of shooting 
the rapids,” remarked one young 
steersman, “and the plange at 
the end was terrifying.”

CEREMONY OF 
DNVEILING. 

Paris, Jane 13.—In the Tuileries 
Gardens yesterday the monument. 
to the memory of Edith Cavell, 
presented to the City of Paris by 
the Matin, wasunreiled, . 

Tho monument is from the 
chisel of M. Gabriel Peeb. and 
represents the body. of the dead 
heroine upon whose limbs rests a 
heavy helmet. the emblem of 
Prussian tyranny. , 

- M.—Maginot, tbe-.Ministar..of 
Pensions; presided over the 
simple uoveiling ceremony. He 
was accompanied by M. Steeg, 
the Belgian Ambassador, Sir 
George Grsbame. representing 
the British Ambassador, Lord 
Bornbam, General Pau, the 
American Military Attache, and 
roany others. In the nsme of the 
Matin, M. Stepheace Lauzanue 
declared that even more deeply 
than this monument was engraved 
would the memory of Edith 
Cavell remsin graven in the 
hearts of free peoples. Little 
children would spell out each 
psge of ber tragic history as 
they spelt out the sacrifice of 
Iphigenia and the egony of Saint 
Joan of Arc. o 

Speaking in French, Lord Burn- 
ham paid a tribute to the friendy 
sentiment which had prompted 
our Allies to erect this memorial. 
He had been, he said, for 20 years 
on the committee of the Lordon 
Hospital, of which’ Nurse Cavell 
bad belonged. “Her -memory 
would be our proudest possession 
and our finest appeal. She was 
not distinguished in her hospital 
career from the multitude of good 
women who devote their lives to 
the: care of the sick poor. She 
was just a good type of a London 
Hospital nurse. The crisis of ner 
fate and the ‘fate of humanity 
brought out the radiant and tem- 
pered metal of her character.” 

Speaking in the nase of the

Leon Rourgeoia at the opening

the Pittman Act to replenisb its 
reserve by purchasing at $1 per 
ounce meant the “pesging” of the 
market at that price. Senator 
Pittman indeed stated to an in- 
terviewer last autumn tbat be did 
not believe the Government would 
ever have an opportunity to buy 
silver at the figure fixed by the 
‘Act to replace the $350.000,000 
that were melted. The role of 
prophet was ever a dangerous 
one.

HARBOUR IMPROVEMENT... 

Now that we know that Sir 
Charles Fitzmaurice is coming to 
Hongkong to advise on the devel- 
opment and improvement of our 
harbour, it is, with special interest 
that we read of his firm, Messrs. 
Coode, Fitzmaurice and Wilson, 
havingrecently laid before thePor- 
tsmouth Town Council a report on 
a scheme for the development of 
Langstone Harbour, oo the eas 
side of the town. for commercial 
purposes. The firm suggests the 
pravisioa of » bank for maintain- 
ing the required depth of water 
ina dredged channel four miles 
long and for the protection, as a 
breakwater, of vessels entering 
or leaving the harbour from tha 
easterly seas which they would 
otherwise encounter. As to in- 
ternal works of wharfage, two 
alternative schemes are suggest- 
ed—one, a dock scheme which 
would give an effective length of 
wharfage of 21,150 feet; the 
other; which is considered prefer= 
able by the firm. providing for 
three tidal jetties with wharf 
space totalling 21,400 feet. The 
cost. of either - scheme is 
estimated at about five millions 
sterling on’ a basis of pre-war 
casts, or about I2 millions at the 
present cost. Thisisahugesum, 
and it is felt that the only hope of 

ringing the project to fruition 
lies in getting it backed by the 
great railway and shipping com- 
panies, and perbaps one or more 
of ourcoloniss possessions. These 
schemes and ideas will be noted 
with particular interest locally. 
in view of the coming visit of Sir 
Charles Fitzmaurice to this port, 
the more s9 when we bearin mind 
the.point that in the opinion of 
many business and shipping 
houses the Colony is no} nearly 
so well off in wharf space as it 
should be. 

THE EAST IN PARLIAMENT. 

Onur friend, Mr. Gershom Stew- 
art, is (still watcbiog the inter- 
ests of the Far East in Parlia- 
ment, witness his questions with 
regard to Shsntong and the 
Anglo-Japanese Alliance. In 
regard to the former, it is pot 
very informative to be told that 
Japan has expressed her willing- 
tess to return the territory. to 
China with certain limited re- 
strictions.

A great deal of interest is now 
being: taken in motoring. 
Many motorists complain of the 
heavy petrol consumption of 
their cars, and think longingly of 
their 20 ‘to 25 miles per 
gallon in the Old Country. 
They seom to think that 
running down hill compensates 
for the excess petrol 
consumed in hill-climbing, but a 
little consideration wil! show the 
fallacy of thia argument. When 
descending, tha motorist does not 
close the throttle bot simply cuts 
out the spark and uses the engine 
as a break on compression. Thus 
the engine is using its quota of 
gasolene all the time. If the 
throttle is closed the consequent 
vacuum in the cylinders will draw 
up the oil past the piston rings, 
and fonled cylinders and spark 
plugs will’ resnit. For this 
reason it is to be daplored that 
that useful fitment used on 
ninety-nine per cent .of English 
cars, known as an “extra air”, 
is not oniversally used in this 
Colony. In no place would it 
show more usefol results. 
After a sti hill climb 

could be used to cool 
the cylindars. It provides 
& most useful and efficient brake 
—and that, too, without using 
an ounce of gasolene. It could 
be used to dilute the mixture at 
all times and show a greatly 
increased mileage in petro] con- 
sumption, and it costs only a few 
cents.

EXCHANGE DEALS 
FAILURE TO CARRY OUT 
CONTRACT. 


In the Supreme Court this 
morning, before the acting Chief 
Justice, Mr. H. H.J. Gompertz. 
there came up for hearing the ease 
of the Bank. of East Asia, Ltd, 
agains: the Kin Cheong Chan 
for the recovery of $16,361,49. 

The plaint recited that on April 
19h last one Chan Hnng-pan 
acting for and on behalf of and as 
manager of the defendants agreed 
to sell to the plaintiffs the. som 
of yen 50,000 at exchange 195. 
By an agreement dated April 27th 
last, Chan Hung-pan sold to the 
Bank 100,000 yen st exchange

Bank suffered damage to the 
extent of $16,361.46. 

Mr. W. A. Drummond, for the 
plaintiffs, said the defendants in 
the action were not present. The 
case hed been before bis Lordship 
on Joly i7th when counsel 
applied for the amendment of the 
plaint and for substituted service. 
The action was on two contracts 
which the plsintifis purchased 
from the defendants. The latter 
delivered 20,000 yen on 27th May 
last. The second contract expired 
‘on May Sist. Not receiving the 
balance the Bank went into the 
market and purchased them at 
153. Every possible step had been 
taken to get the defendants to 
carrying out their,contracts. ~

APPEAL TO BRITISH 
WORKERS. 


The interim report of the 
British Labour Delegation to 
Russia, brought to England by 
Mr. Tom Shaw. MF and Mr. 
Ben Turner, was issued from the 
Labour Party hesd-quarters re- 

The report makes no men- 
ddressed to the 
warkers in Great Britain which 
was sent to Messrs. Shaw and 
Turner bs Lenin through 2 mes- 
senger when they were about to 
leave Moscow. The letter, which 
was recived in duplicace in 
Russian and English, and was 
dated May 30, is as follows >— 

Comrades.—First of all permit 
me to thank soa for sending your 
delegation with the object of ac- 
quainting _ itself with .Soviet 
Russia. When your delegation 
proposed to. me to dispatch 
through = its* intermediary a 
letter to the British worker, 
and perhaps & proposal to 
the British Government. 
J answered that 1 gratefully 
accept the first suggestion. but 
that to the Government I must 
address myself no: throngh the 
Labour delegation, but directly 
on behalf of our Government. 
through Comrade Tehitcherin. 
‘We have io this way 
addressed ourselves many times 
to. the British Government with 
- the most formal and solemn pro- 
posals to start peace negotiations. 
These proposals are still being 
made intermittently by Comrade 
Litvinoff and Comrade Krassin 
and oor otherrepresentatires. The. 
British -Gorernment consistently 
does not accep: our proposals. It 
js. therefore, not surprising thas 
with the delegation of British 
workers I should want to speak 
solely as with 8 delegation of 
workers and not in my capacity 
as & representative of the Govern- 
ment of Sovie: Russia, bu’ in the 
capacity of an ordinary com- 
wwanist.
